ſo pꝛopoetonably in all greater oꝛ leſſer ſummes: and the chief Ofricers and Go. 
bernour3, with the 41nifters and Conſtables of all places within this Realm 
reſpectibely, and allo the Farmers, Collectoꝛs and Receivers of his Ma jeſties 
Mebenue or this Bingdom fo2 the time being, are herebp required to endeavour 
thatt feld Topper-halfpence map be uttered and diſperſed thzougtout the Bing⸗ 
dom, and that they be kreely reteibed and paſs in uſe betwirt man and man to? the 
D117 of Haltpence in the wap of Exchange as is befoze expꝛeſſed.
